LEVEE GIVING WAY. 


Alore Ilia n is> 1,300,OOO D am age Done Al­ 
ready and One lif e Lost—The ?<1 ississip p J 
R iver Continues to Rise, T hreatening a 
Still More Trem endous H a vr— W atch­ 
ing tlie 
E m bankm ent 
at

Hom eless Farm ers. 


Q uincy, Ills., May 16.—-The Mississip p i 
river a t this p oint continues to rise, and is 
now eighteen feet and nine inches above low 
w ater mark, being within four inches of the 
1SS1 mark. The rise since 6 o'clock yesterday 
m orning has been four inches. 
The river at 
this p oint is fully ten miles wide, and the de­ 
struction will certainly foot up $ 1,000,000 or 
more along the Adams county river frontage 
alone, while the losses for the same frontage 
on the Missouri side will be more than half 
th at amount. 
It is claimed that 10,000 to 15,000 acres of 
w heat is submerged and will be ruined, and 
it p romised to l>o the best crop of wheat 
raised in the leveed district Of this conn., for 
years. 
Besides the wheat thus destroyed 
m any thousands of 
acres of corn were 
p lanted, and even though the floods subside 
soon a very large p er cent, of this crop can 
not be rep lanted this season. 
The direct loss 
to farm ers in the Indian Grave levee district 
alone is now estimated at $ 500,000, aside from 
the damage to levees. 
The Sny levee district embraces the great 
Mississip p i river bottom from this city to the 
mouth of the Illinois river, anti is one of the 
most p roductive tracts of land in Illinois, and 
it is now believed that most of the immense 
acreage of wheat in th at district will be de­ 
stroyed. 
A very large p ortion of this land is 
in Pike county. 
The damage done to the 
tracks of the O. M. <& P., the Hannibal & St. 
Joe, and the St. Louis, Kansas & Northwest­ 
ern railroads across the river from this city 
can not be ascertained until the floods sub­ 
side. 
The tracks of the Carthage branch and 
the Louisiana branch of the Chicago, Burling­ 
ton & Quincy comp any, both on the east side 
of the river, are also badly damaged. 
No mail has 
readied Canton and La 
Grange, Mo., for nearly a week, excep t by 
boat from this city. 
Mail and exp ress m at­ 
ter for the O, M. & P. line has to be taken 
by skiffs from this city to a p oint in Missouri 
four miles distant, and there p laced on the 
trains. 
All trains on the St. Louis, Kansas 
& Northwestern line are abandoned an l will 
not run again for m any days, there being 
fully five feet of w ater over m any miles of 
track op p osite* this city. 
One woman was drowned in the Indian 
Grave district while trying to rescue her 
p rop erty. 
Yt ry little loss of live stock has 
been rep ort« d, as it was mostly driven to the 
highlands be fore the levees broke. 
A nura- 
of farm ers narrowly escap ed drowning while 
rescuing their household goods. 
Along the river front in this city but little 
dam age has been done, but four inches more 
rise will cause the shutting down of the ex­ 
tensive p ap er mills and also the Quincy Metal 
Wheel works, as the w ater is now within a 
few inches of the fires in the engine-rooms. 
The Tellico flouring mills will also have to 
close with four inches more rise. 
The entire 
basement of Blomes, W olf & Michael's ex­ 
tensive p acking house is flooded, but the con­ 
tents were saved. 
The floors of the Diamond 
Jo and St. Louis & St. Paul Packet com­ 
p anies1 wharf houses are under water, and 
the largest of the city water-works p ump s 
can not bo op erated. 
Rain fell here all day yesterday, and it is 
feared the w orst of the flood is yet to come. 


T hreatening Situation at H annibal.

, Mo., May i6.— A t s o'clock la st 
night the gauge indicated only fifteen inches 
below the highest w ater ever known here. 
Steadily the rise continues at the rate of six 
inches every tw enty-four hours.

THE PARISIAN 
NEWSPAPERS. 


T lir N e w sb o y I « iki.on n on tin* st reel * «»5 
the I*r** *r1i < upit.il. 
One <if the mo.-,t eharaetori tic street 
cries of London and of New Ym*k 
is nevn* 
heard in Bails, nor is one of the m ot 
picturesque li/ures in the street.** of Lon­ 
don and of New Yoik ever seen in the 
streets of Bari-, for in France tJie noisy 
and pertinm i » us newslmy i , unknown. 
The functions of this unstable dissemi­ 
nator of intelligence are tilled in Paris by 
the staid old dame who sits at the receipt 
of custom in a l.ios-jue. A Bari dan kiosque 
has nothing oriental bi:t tin* name. 
It is 
a little son try lex ol glass, just large 
enough to shelter tie* news vender from 
the changeable weather of the French 
capital. 
On a little stand in front of the 
kiosque are tiny heaps of the countless 
newspapers of the city, and on strings on 
each side are pendant numbers of the 
chief illustrated journals, artistic and 
comic. 
These kiosques 
are scattered 
along the boulevards, and from them the 
Parisian buys his Figaro in the morning 
and his Temps at 5 in the afternoon. 
This difference of attitude betwix n tho 
hurrying American, who has to have his 
newspaper brought to him in haste hot 
from the press, and the leisurely French­ 
man, who i -t content to pick up his paper 
when lie goes abroad— tills difference is 
far more than external; it is essentially 
typical of tho irreconcilable difference 1 
m*- 
tween the Fit nob journal and the English 
or American newspaper. 
For one tiling, 
the French journal is not a newspaper in 
the American sense of the word -and «>f 
a truth it d<*cs not protend or desire to lx\ 
Hie Figaro now and again makes a 
ludicrous 
claim 
to 
the 
ubiquitous 
omniscience «»1 The London Times or The 
New York Herald, but this is not to lx* 
taken seriously. 
The fact is, that while 
the prim ary quality of a good English or 
American paper is news, the prim ary 
quality of a good French paper is not 
news, but criticism —criticism of politics 
in the first place» , of course, and, in the 
second, criticism of commerce, of law, of 
finance, of science, of art, of literature, 
and of the drama. 
The aim and iileal of the l>est French 
editors is to present not so m uch the 
minor details of a fact, but the la*st possi­ 
ble opinion on the fact. 
Of mere brute 
news, minute particulars of scandals, 
crimes and horrors, such as we here in 
America have dumped uj>on our break­ 
fast table every morning, with all the ac­ 
companying repetition and accumulation 
of uninteresting fact—of all this the reader 
of the Parisian journal sees little or noth­ 
ing. 
The childish or unintelligent thirst 
to know w hat has hap|» ened, regardU iss of 
the importance of the event, h:us not yet 
been developed in France by the rivalry 
of scrambling editors; and it may be as­ 
serted without fear of contradiction that 
even if they could have it without cost 
and without trouble, French editors would 
refuse to print most of the trivial trash 
which cumbers the columns of even the 
foremost American papers. 
It is not that some 
Parisian papers do 
not print trivial 
trash and trash worse 
than trivial; the difference is rather in 
aim, the French editor thinking 
lirst of 
criticism and the American editor only 
too often tliinking of mere news—first, 
last and all the time. 
Yet the leading 
principle which should govern even in 
news gathering is better understood in 
Paris than in London or New York. This 
is the principle which lias been aptly called

The modes of communication between 
deaf mutes have received a most impor­ 
tant advance from a method recently de­ 
vised, which consists in each letter of the 
alphaliet being represented by some por­ 
tion of the palm of the hand.

corresponds to W, tho one between the 
second and third to M, and so on. 
The 
hand thus alphabetically divided is placed 
palm downward in a mold, whose bot­ 
tom is |>erforated with holes which cor­ 
respond to the lettered parts of the hand. 
Each of these holes permits of the pass­ 
age of a small hammer, which is pressed 
upward by the passage of an electric cur­ 
rent. 
These various hamm ers are con­ 
nected with an apparatus similar to the 
key board of the piano, each key repre­ 
senting a letter, and L*ing connected by 
wires with the corresponding ham m er in 
the mold.
